THE QUESTION OF THE HOUR. 


The following from the Silver State, 


whose editor cannot be accused of free 
trade leanings, and left the Republican 
party, as did four-fifths of tbe Repub- 
licans of Humboldt county, because of 
its anti-silver attitude, explains why 
•wool baa dropped in price, as, has al- 
most every other product, and it is 
commended to all who desire to be en- 
lightened on the subject: 


" It is tbe financial or money ques- 


tion that has depreciated the price of 


woo), 
und not the prospect of a revision 


of the tariff. The present Congress 
and present Presideut of tbe United 
States came into power on the dth of 
March, 1893. They were pledged to a 
reduction of the tariff, and it was well 
fcaown immediately aft*"1 election that 
an attempt would be made to place 
w.>ol on tbe free list, as every Demo- 
cratic paper in the large cities claimed 
that it would be done. Then why did 
It not immediately drop? In the early 
part of May, 1893, wool sold ou the 
depot platform b-M-» and at Golconda 
for a better price ".an it brought in 
the year 1892 under tbe administration 
of President Harrison and. the Repub- 
lican party. 
But before the first of 


June, 1893, it started down tbe tobog- 
gan slide and within a few short weeks 
has dropped five cents per pound. 
Why ? Because the money panic came 
on during the latter part of May and 
every Hne*"of business enterprise be- 
came paralyzed. If a high tariff will 
give us better prices for our products 
we are ia favor of placing it up to the 
top notch, but we <fo not believe that 
the trouble is in the tariff question at 
all. The coutractioa of the currency is 
wjere the disease is and the patient 
w.ll get no better nntil an autidote of 
mora money is applied, theu the differ- 
ent manufacturing plants will at once 
revive and prosperity will again be 
ourj. 
For instance, suppose the Wil- 


son bill sLonlcl be defeated in the Sen- 
ate, 
and it has some show of being, are 


there any so pig headed as to think for 
one moment that it will make better 
times or raise the price of wool? It 
might possibly cause it to fluctuate for 
awhile, as it did the price of silver after 
the passage of the Sherman law, but 
wool will never reach the old prices 
with any stability until the money 
questiou is settled and settled right. 


"As Senator Jones says, money, and 


not the tariif, is the question of the 
hour." 


QUAY HlMVLS CALAMITY. 


Be i.itor Quay, of Pennsj Ivaida, who, 


in cainmoa with the goldbugs of the 
Se iate and the country.'attributed the 
ind istrial depression and financial 
crim to the lack of confidence caused 
by the purchase of silver bullion unrler 
tl:o Sherman act, is now among 
the lo;:,l-<st " calamity howlers" in the 
con-it ey. 
Like other 
goldmen 
he 


abused the silvermeu for predicting 
that the adoption of the gold standard 
and the closing of the mints against 
silver would causa the 
depression 


which now exists. In a speeuh in the 
Senate eulogistic of the late Congress- 
man Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, Quay 
said: 


"Pennsylvania is sorely chastened. 


Her furnace fires are going out. The 
wheels of her mills are motionless. 
Her farm lands are decreasing in value 
end passing intolhe hands of officers 
of the law. Her labor is unemployed 
and in a condition of tremulous and 
dangerous unrest. Not very many days 
ago s-ome of her citizens were com- 
pelled to defend, with nrmed Lands. 
their lives and property from a mob 
of hungry men, at the cost of shedding 
blood." 


Those who warned Congrsss and the 


country that such conditions as Sena- 
tor Quay describes would result from 
the contraction of the currency, were 
derided, but now that those conditions 
exist the Senator from Pennsylvania 
will probably be lauded for stating the 
fact, by tbose who derided the ;aen who 
predicted them.

TROUBLE WITH 
RECEIVERS. 


Congress to 
Investigate 
the Acts of 


Those Appoint«d by U. S. Courts. 


WASHINGTON, February 10.—The Ju- 


diciary Committee of the House is 
urged to investigate the management 
of railroads under receivers appointed 
by the Federal Courts. So many com- 
plications have arisen lately as the sys- 
fem of receivership control has spread, 
that the matter has been brought be- 
fore the Committee in several phases. 
Recently Governor Tillman of South 
Carolina memorialized Congress on 
the subject, stating his troubles with 
the railroads wbicb run through his 
State growing out of the refusal of re- 
ceivers to pay State taxes and the ab- 
sence of legal machinery through which 
he could force them to do so. They 
are nominally agents of the Federal 
Courts which appoint them, and only 
through these Courts could he have 
brought action, and these he consid- 
ered favorable to the roads. 


This week the Judiciary Committee 


has up the McGann resolution for in- 
vestigating the action of Judge Jenkins 
in enjoining the employes of the North- 
arn Paoiflo from striking. This reso- 
lution was the result of a shower of 
protests and petitions sent the Com- 
mittee on Labor by labor organiza- 
tions. They no doubt resent the order 
of Judge Dundy against the men on 
the Union Pacific, coupled with his 
order for salaries and if $18,000 is to be 
paid to five receivers of the road it 
will probably be called to the atten- 
tion of Congress from the 
same 


sources. The influence which tends 
to restrain the Judiciary Committee 
from reviewing the actions of the 
Courts unnecessarily is that the Judic- 
iary is a co-ordinate branch of the Gov- 
ernment, 
Its members hesitate to 


take any action which might look like 
interference by one branch of the 
Government 
with the 
actions 
of 


another.
